RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This is in response to the Restriction Requirement mailed April 5, 2006, for which 
a one-month period for reply was set. 

Restriction to the following Claims under 35 U.S.C. § 121 is traversed: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to a process of preservation of fresh produce, 

II. Claims 7-11, drawn to a composition for preservation of fresh produce. 
Claims in Group I and Group II, are said to be distinct from each other because of 

"(1) the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product." 

Applicant submits that even if the process and the product claimed in Group I 
and Group II, respectively, are distinct from each other, there is no serious burden 
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associated with the examination of the application due to the fact that polyvinylidene 
chloride aqueous emulsion and a process of using such emulsion can be searched and 
examined jointly, and the Examiner is respectfully requested to withdraw the restriction 
requirement. 

Applicant provisionally elects Group I, claims 1-6, for prosecution on the merits.
